A controversj- 
with Great Britain ho regarded as itili- 
iiitely more important and more injuri- 
ous than a controversy with any other 
nation. Tlioroforo, he would gladly see 
ill tho treaty a sottlement of the contro-

THE SEWERAGE. 



The people of Wustniinstor are to be 
connncnded for their pluck and entorpr 
in ondcavuriuL; to obtain connectiou with 
tho American syatoui of railwaya. 'I'liu 
almost unanuuouH voto on tho by-Iiiw 
shows the true spirit of our Rnyal City 
friends, which, if pursued in, as it should, 
will ensure all of which ,©veu the most 
sanguine, citizen dreaina. , Tl?e , natural 
centre iif^, the finest i«ricultui«i diatriot on 
the -mainland;- with a noble river, flowing 
by its shores,: freighted with in)nieii8e 
wealth; it cannot bo but that a great fu- 
ture ia in store for the city by tlio Fraser. 
The beginning of tho end haa boon seen. 
Tho records of tho public mooting hold on 
Monday night to discuss the Soutliom 
railway show a feeling of tliorough 
unanimity, of generous impulse, and i>f 
earnest enthusiasm, which cannot fail to 
rosiilt in the suoceBB of - the project; ■ The 
intention of Wesiminiter'sleading'citizeiis 
to show a bold front to the C. P. R. mo- 
nopoly and to teach Mr. Van Home, as 
he himself would say, "a trick or two," 
is in keeping with the honest aggressive- 
ness which characterized their public 
utterances. Thoy will leuiuinber tiial 
Manitoba "downed" tlio great magiiute 
once, and they iiave shown tliak they will 
neither bo cajoled nor intimidated by him 
now. Some of the .Aiiierieau gentleidon 
interoated in the road were j>rosBnt and 
addressed the meetuig. Senator Oanfield 
said it had been asked, "What guarantee 
had the people that the road ivould not 
be sold to another company." (flo- could 
not conceive of an agreement ij^Kibhy pro- 
vided that after a man's' iliaath his property 
should not change hands. Should lie 
(Mr. Oanfield) die and his property be 
divided amongat his lieirs what was there 
to prevent them selling it, giving it away, 
or diaposiiig of it to meet his unpaid 
debts. The stock of the company might 
be sold to anyone or any company, 
but tlie I'linditioiiH of tho charter 
remained the same and had to be 
complied with by the new, owners. But 
the road was not going to be sold out ; 
the interests of the men who were going 
to build it is a sufficiQntguaranbseoii .that.' 
Concluding, Senator CaiiKeld said : "A 
number of us wore unfortiinate' onough to 
have property to the south of tlio line- 
much propoi ty in fact and wliieli iiichid 
ed, agricultural, mineral and timber landu 
to tho extent of many thousand acres. 
■ To develop that land wo decided to build 
a railro:id ; but what sort of a railroad 
would it be i' A railroad running from 
aoinowliero to aomewhere, not a lino run- 
ning into the woods, to die a natural 
death as soon as its usefulness was ended. 
Westminster and Seattle are the ' some- 
wheres' chosen, and no better points 
could have been selected." Col. Sheafo 
alio made a few romarka which are 8iii<l 
to have carried conviction of their .siiicor- 
ity with every word. Uo sjiid tliat if llic 
by-law was carried work would coiiimenci^ 
at onco and bo pushed forward rapidly. 
The company had the funds neceasary, 
ai'd, though tho agreement allowed four 
years in which to conipleto the contract, 
the road would bo running to Seattle 
wii hin.two yOTrs; . ^^he j by-1 a w carried , 
work would bo commenced by the engin- 
eers tho next momuig. Engineers 
were already at work frrmi Seattle 
north and active operations might be 
said to have commenced. The com- 
pany would carry out their part of the 
contrauL in a lilieral iiiaiiiior and lie hoped 
tho people of Westniinat.er would moot 
them in tho same spirit. Mr. .1. C. 
Armstrong asked JSoiiator Canlield if it 
was true that ho had tho only charter to 
build bridges over navigable streams be- 
twoon the boundary anil Seattle. Tho 
Senator, ho said, had provod Mr. Van 
Home slightly mistiiken in other matters 
and would probably be able to do the 
same in this case. The Senator replied 
that there is only ono road in the United 
States having tliu riglit to bridge navig- 
able streama, and that is l,lie company 
which will work under his cliartor. The 
road 'called tbo West Siioro, no matter 
wliat Mr. Van llorno said, has no such 
rights and cannot obtjiin thom. lie had 
taken tlie best legal advice on his charter, 
and in every ojkse it had been pronounced 
good. With reference to a letter pub- 
lished in tho ColunUiian referring to him 
and his colleagues as "men of straw" on 
the word of persons of *|jound financial 
standing," he said that the libel would be 
ventilated in court, as it touched on the 



Public opinion coincides with the board 
of aldermen in their decision to let the 

Johnson street sewerage work by contract; 
and thoro can be no two opinions as ti 
tlio advisability of constructing it on tlu 
Pickering & Cnmipton plan. It i.s iil).i(j 
lutoly necoa.siiry that the .Johiusoii atreet 
sewer should be a jiart of a well-dotin 
system, and as the I'ickering sclieiiio vv;vs 
thoroughly examined by a former coun- 
cil and accepted by it , it is reason- 
able to state that tlie plan ' is ono that 
should be finally adopted. The building 
of thii Johnson street sewer will ' enabU 
the authorities lo rauiody a serious luii 
sanco that has been growing as population 
increased, for tho ravine from ono end to 
the othiu- of its course is a luaaa of im- 
purities, dotriiiieiital to hoaltli and emu- 
fort. The correclion of the evil could 
not liavo been iiiueli longer delayed. 
Having, as it were, felt the 
pulao of the peoiile (;ii tlu^ 
sewerage tpiestion, and having found it 
was ill a healthy condition, wo think it is 
high time that the more serious matter of 
preparing a loan by-law for a complete 
system should be entered into. There 
are few who will deny that it is of vital 
importJinco that tho city should be placed 
in a satisfactory sanitary condition. Tliia 
can only be accomplislied l)y ihorougli 
system of drainage. The aubject baa 
been .so fully pre.sentoil in former years 
that it is not now ineuinbent on us to 
state tho many reasons why sewerage on 
an o.\tensivo scale should be introduced. 
Thoy are well . undoratood. A vital con- 
clusion to he reached was the best plan to 
adopt. That, to a certain extent, has 
been decided by the practical acceptance 
of the Pickering scheme. Another 
is on ■ what principle sliall the 
rat.ei)ayers bo taxed to repay 
iiitorost and i)rinoii>;il on the sum pro- 
posed to be borrowed. 'I'liiH seoins to be 
the one ditliciilt pliaae of the case; but 
it ia thought by many that the method of 
froiit^ige tlx ia the only one that will meet 
the case fairly. This is the i)rincii)le 
which has been adopted in other cities, 
and it seems but fair that those who do- 
rive the beundb should pay for it.- In the 
event of a general system of drainage be- 
ing coinmeiicod, it would bo first jiocos- 
sary to build tho main aewer to the 
sea. This accomplished, the sewers 
leading into it would he built 
as ([uickly as possible, and propei-t.y along 
their lino could bo taxed as they were 
C()m[)leted. It would be unjust to tax 
prt)perty owiier.i who woulil not partici- 
liate in the benelits of drainage for years, 
and therefore the only plan that wduld 
meet the case ^.ould seem to be the adop 
tion of a frontage tax.' However the dis- 
cussion of this point is rather' anticipating 
tilejquestioni'; it is first re^iuisite for the 
board of aldermen to introduce a by-law, 
and then the whole matter can be fully 
and intelligently discussed.

To 'I'ltK Emitob: — If the letter, in yuur 
issue of this mornhig from the jieii of Ur. 
Davie, who is, I believe, a nominee of the 
goveriiiiieut on tho -Jnbiln:! Hoaiiital coin- 
mitteu, may bo taken as an iiidicat ion that 
tho governiiient will husit.ite in haudiiig 
over tho money voted by the aaacmbly for 
a Jubilee Hospital except on some better 
grounds tli.in the voto of tho ccuuniittee 
on tho site taken on Monday, I believe 
the govern niuut will obUiin tho goiioral 
approval of the public ill such precautious. 
Ono has no word t<) tMiy against the coiii- 
mitteo except that they appear to have 
miatakun tho oxtoiit of thoir powers. As 
repreaeiitiiig the body of subscribers they 
undoubtedly have control over the money 
subscribed. On the the other hand, the 
governniout, as representing tho country, 
have control over the public grant. Tliey 
havo a right to s;iy ,tlwt they cannot let it 
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go but of -.thoir haiids'. except' upon 'com- 
poleiit assurance that it will bo expended 

in the best way for tho object ditnigued. 
As to tho best way, Dr. D.ivie's letter 
liita the nail on the head. No reasdiiiible 
person could hesitate judging a coniiuit- 
too of medical experts tu bo the proper 
persons to pronounce on the iiuestion 
presently at issuis,' viis. : whether the site 
selected be the best or not — just as 
thoy would be the pro]ior persons to veto 
a wrong iiiedicine or ii wrong treatment 
in any p.ivtieular case. 'Pile jiiiblic meet- 
ing lia.-i proiiotmced on this matter with 
hardly a disseiitii iil, vn'ei;, and the govern- 
ment will surely have the public at their 
back in re(|iiiliiig the best safeguards ob- 
tainable ill the oxpeuditiire of the public 
money. Tho committeo also will certain- 
ly earn increased respect and honor both 
from the subscribers and tho public at 
largo if thoy allow the voice of gentlemen 
of such high professional reputation to 
prevail in their counsels.

1 have 
seen tho plana imt in, and without making 
a highly critical examination, which 1 was 
not culled on to do, 1 am of oiiiiiioii th;it 
several of the pl.iiis were very suitable in 
most respects, especially the two ulti- 
iii.ately selected by the committee. 

The Dr. further aa.serts that the medical 
men produced suitable jilans. 1 now tax 
him with a great deal of aaauianco, .•iiul 
suggest to all hospital committeos that tho 
next competition plans wanted bo addres- 
sed "to Medical ineii," and not "to Archi- 
tects." The ordinary laws of health are 
prol),ably as well known to arcbitecl,s or 
a:iy morchaiito, tVc, aa to doctors. A 
certain aci|uaiii'tance with natural ]iliilo- 
aopliy, clieiiiialry, ite., jforiiis jiart of a 
liberal education. A knowledge of the 
position and names of all the nnisclea and 
bones in the human anatomy (though this 
is coniiiiim among artists) is not iieoessai y 
to dotereiine the reiiuisites for a bos]>it,il;

PQSITIVRLV SETTLED. , 

I'he West Ooaat Branch of tliu Seattle, Lake 
Sbore and . JSastern Hallway to 
Tail the C P. B. 

Daniel H. Gilman, vice-president of the 
Seattle, Luke Shore 'ind Eastern Railway, 
has retuni'jdto Seattle from New York rid 
the C. P. R. In couveraation with a 
representative of the I'od-Titlelligi'.nci'.r, 
he said ; " Mr, Van HVirne, vice-president 
of the Oanadian I>aoitic< railroad comi>any, 
called on me in New Yoric in May last, 
and we then agreed upon a basis of con- 
nection between our northern branch mid 
tho Cauudian I'acilic main line, subject, 
of course, to the action of the Canadian 
Pacific board of directors. On June 5 
Mr. Vin\ Horno notified me by letter that 
tho Canadian Paoifib;' boaid of "direotbrii 
had that day ratified the agreement 'tha£ 
we had m ule, and passed a resolution 
that they would meet us at the boundary 
line, and imdertako to have their line 
ready by the time we could extend 
ours to the boundary. Last Saturday 1 
spent severid hours with Mr. Van 
Horne in Montreal, and we settled 
nearly all the final points of the 
agreement between the two companies. 
By this arrangement we are to extend our 
line north to the boundary, and tho Cana- 
dian Pacilic is to build from Vancouver, 
south to the boundary, passing through 
AVestminater. Both companies agree to 
have their respective lines completed to 
thu point of connection during the year 
1889. Our lino ia located to the Skagit 
River and we have tm engiiieering 'party 
in the neld beyond that jioint. The Can- 
adian Pacific has a party in the field on its 
portion of the line, under Mr. H. ,1. Cani- 
biu. I>y an arrangement between Mr. 
Yaii H orne ,ind myself tlio engineers of 
the two companies will meet at the earliest 
possible day and fix on the point of con- 
nection. On the international boundary 
line through immigration curs will I'un 
from the east to the south and west. Like- 
ly a tirst-elass sleejjer will also be run on 
the same train, although it is not uiilikuly 
that a ](arlor car will be run botwcen Se- 
attle and \'ancouver, because it is only a 
short day run. The running time between 
Seattle and Vancouver will not be more 
than six hours. Tho Canadian Pacific 
through trains leave Vancouver at 1 p. 
m. Mr. Van Horne assures luo that that 
lime will not be changed much. The 
trains from Se,-il tie will leave at 7 u. ni., 
making .close eonMeelions at Vancouver 
f(u- all e.'i.stern jjoiiits. Eastern trains ar- 
rive at N'aiieouver at l:30p. m., and- the 
train for Seattle will leave immediately,' 
arriving here at 8 p. m. Tho road be- 
tween Seattle and Vancouver will be 
operated as one road, the division of 
the earnings of the two com|)aniea to be 
made iqion a percentage based on the 
mileage owned by the respective com- 
panies. 1 1 is agreed t hat the equipment 
and motive power of this road shall be 
of tho highest standard."
